Hirsch Meets Death 
Under Guillotine 


BERLIN. June 
5 
— Helmut h 
Kirsch, '21-year-old Jewish citizen 
of the United States who had never 
been 
in 
America, 
was 
executed 
by 
a 
mechanical 
guillotine 
at 
dawn Friday for an alleged treas­ 
onable plot under the explosives 
iaw 
presumably a plan to kill 
Adolf Hitler. 
Clemency apparently was refused 
by Der Fuehrer -th e only one able 
to give it—because authorities be­ 
lieved Hirsch acted for O tto Stras- 
! ser. Hitler's bitter enemy, who now 
is in exile in Praha, Czechoslova­ 
kia. the youth’s home. 
Execution occurred in Ploetzen- 
zec prison despite four clemency 
appeals by United States Ambassa­ 
dor William E Dodd. 
Hirsch w ent to his death with a 
20-year-old German. Oscar Denner, 
condemned like himself on a charge 
of high treason. 
This grim mechanism was substi­ 
tuted only recently for the tradi­ 
tional axe. 
Hirsch achieved 
American 
citi­ 
zenship through his grandfather. 
Hirsch was sentenced last March 
20 after a trial under the explo­ 
sives law.
